The establishment of the 
Special Fund was proposed by 
the United States last fall as 


an alternative to the long-dis- | 
cussed Special U.N. Fund for | 


Economic Development. Plans 
for SUNFED, as the larger 
project is commonly known 
call for the expenditure of a 
minimum of $250,000,000 a 
vear. SUNFED, in fact, is in- 
'tended to provide the money 
to carry large development 
projects to completion.

-Treawuty Offers Alter- 
_ natives for Changing 
_ ‘Stop-Gap’ Law That 


Saves Millions. 


WASHINGTON, April 11 
(UP)—The Treasury proposed 
today that life insurance com- 
panies be. taxed on- much of 


‘their income which now is ex- 
empt. 
Secretary of the Treasury 


Robert B. Anderson’ submitted 
to Congress two alternative 
plans for changing the present 
“stop-gap” tax law for insur- 
ance companies. The law was 
‘extended for another year last 
month to permit more time for 
a complete revision. The ex- 
tension saved the insurance 
industry about $125,000,000 
which it might have paid if the 
old 1942 formula had gone back 
into effect. 

Under: the present formula, 
insurance companies pay no 
taxes on income they earn 
from sources other than invest- 
ment. On investment income 
they may deduct 87% per cent 
of the first $1,000,000 and 85 
per cent of income above $1.- 
000,000 before computing their 
federal taxes. 

Anderson proposed throwing 
out the big automatic deduction 
allowances and taxing full net 
earnings. New deductions 
would be allowed, and capital 
gains and losses would, for the 
first time, be considered. 

He suggested a_ gradual 
transition to the proposed new 
tax method “over a three to 
five-year period.” 

He also recommended con- 
sideration “of special allow- 
ance or relief feature for small 
and new companies... to rec- 
ognize the special problems of 
the growing company.” 

Anderson said his proposals 
would increase the tax paid by 
some insurance companies and 
relieve others. It would make 
| them subject to the maximum 
| corporate tax of 52 per cent 
'in much the same way as are 
| other corporations. 
| Treasury officials conceded 
privately that they were not 
very hopeful that the new tax 
formula would be cordially 
received in Congress. Ander- 
son offered an alternative pro- 
posal to “increase the portion 
| of investment income subject 
to tax.” 

The more-complex, basic pro- 
posal would provide for base 
beer income taxes on the 
i= mpanies’ reports of net gain 
from operations after payment 
of dividends to stockholders.

OKA LEADER THREATENS 
NEW TERRORISM IN CYPRUS 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, April 11 
(UP)—Col. George Grivas, mili- 
tary leader of the pro-Greer 
Eoka extremist organization, 
threatened today to resume ter- 
ror attacks on British citizens 
here. 

Grivas said in a leaflet ad- 
dressed to Cyprus Goveernor 
Sir Hugh Foot that he would

or detained Cypriots.

HAVANA, April 11 (UP) —/} 
It was 9 a.m. on April 10 in | 
Santiago. I had been sitting for 
three hours in the anteroom of 
the SIM. That’s short for 
President Fulgencio Batista’s 
dreaded military intelligence 
service, 

First, I was held eight hours 
by the national police. It tired 
me but did not shake me. They 
are still cops at heart, and 
cops 1 can roll with. But this 
business at SIM headquarters 
was different. I was up against 
a system I do not understand. 

One thing seeped through. 
The SIM knows whom to ar- 
rest, but does not know what 
to do with them. This means 
being held, maybe an hour, a 
week, or an eternity. I'd hate 
to stay that long in the ante- 
reom of Capt. Garcia Portela, 
the SIM interrogation officer. 

There were nine of us in the 
anteroom. The others were 
Cuban nationals. I was sure 
the American consul would 
spring me sooner or are late; 
so certain of it that every 10 | 
minutes I would tell myself so. | 

Cubans Terrified. 

I could play it slow. But the | 
Cubans cannot. On_ arrival | 
everyone is terrified. suey ve 
all heard about electrodes, rub- 
ber hoses, other tortures, but 
for the first few hours they 
maintain a quiet courage. Then 
they began to realize that | 
nothing will happen to them— 
in the anteroom. 

They convince themselves 
that the box on the wall 
marked with the red cross is 
really meant only for cuts and 
bruises honestly received. So | 
they relax a bit, like Jose 
Marti who kept mumbling sen- 
tences like “‘While the soul |

I was riding in a taxicab at | 
10 p.m. when the first arrest | 
came. A sergeant ordered me/| 
out with my hands up. In the 
light of his flashlight I saw 
a young soldier nervously cov- 
ering me with a carbine.

N ADDITION TO ORDERING the Secretary of Defense to 
reorganize the unified commands so they will be “truly” 
unified, President Eisenhower has also directed him to re- 


lieve the different services as executive agents in charge of 
directing the operations of the unified commands. 


The unified commands, into 
which the President intends 
that all combat forces will be 
organized rather than a por- | 
tion as at present, will then be 
under the direct orders of the 
Secretary of Defense. 

This, the President said, 
so that orders will proceed di- 
rectly to unified command 
from the Commander-in-Chief 
and Secretary of Defense.” 

This is now being objected 
to as giving the Secretary of 
Defense too much’ authority. 
Others claim that the Presi- 
dent’s action is illegal. 

National Security Act. 

The latter claim is without 


* validity. The National Secur- 


ity Act ef 1947, as amended, 
reads: “Subject to the author- 
ity and direction of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of De- 
fense, the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
shall (1) prepare strategic 
plans and provide for the stra- 
tegic direction of the armed 
forces; . and (2) establish 
unified commands in strategic 
areas. ... 

This legislation obviously 
was intended to make the mili- 
tary chiefs responsible for 
strictly military problems and 
to protect them from civilian 
interference in their special 
field. 

In carrying out the law, the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff named 
the Chief of Staff, not the 
Secretary of one of the serv- 
ices as executive agent for a 
specific unified command. 

This was necessary because 
by law the joint staff was lim- 
ited then to 160 officers (now 
210). This number is manifest- 
ly insufficient to prepare stra- 


tegic plans and provide stra- | 


tegic direction for the opera- 
tions of 1,500,000 men scat- 
tered over the world. 

But with one of the Joint 
Chiefs acting for the Joint 
Chiefs as a body, the chain of 
command was direct and did 
not have to pass through the 
service secretary. 

Roekefeller Committee Report. 

owever, the Rockefeller 
committee report of April, 
1953, in the interests of civil- 
ian control, recommended that | 
the executive agents for the | 
unified commands be the sec- 
retaries of the departments, in- 
stead of the respective chiefs 
of staff. 

This was put into effect by 
the President, nullifying in a 
measure the intent of the law. 
In a measure, however, since 
the secretaries depend upon 
their chiefs of staff and mili- 
tary staffs for strategic recom- 
mendations.

Schools and Federal Aid 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your recent editorial, ‘For 
Recovery—Build Schools” is ex- 
tremely pertinent. But it seems 
that, in spite of the desirability 
of the ends projected, there have 


been and there remain substantial - 


impediments to any program that 
involves the direct expenditure of 
federal funds for school construc- 
tion. 

It seems to the writer that the 
possibilities for a program that 
will stimulate both school’ con- 
struction and investment flow lie 
in other directions. Several states 


—-among them Pennsylvania, In- 
diana and California—have en- 
acted permissive legislation en- 


abling school boards and school 
trustees to lease school facilities 
from private companies. The great 


sources of funds that come to 
mind are corporate and union 
welfare funds. which are tax- 
exempt, and the investment re- 


serves of the great private insur- 
ance companies, which are not 
tax-exempt. 

It is at this point that there 
can be decisive action at the fed- 
eral level. In order for welfare 
funds to maintain their tax- 
exempt status it is mandatory 
that the risks of their invest- 
ments be adjudged minimal by 
the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. This can be effected 
by a system of federal guarantees, 
“or federal insurance, similar to 
those guarantees encompassed in 
the operations of the Federal 
Housing Administration. Union 
welfare fund officials nave indi- 
cated positive interest in invest- 
ment in school construction 
where such guarantees are in et- 
fect. 

In order to stimulate the flow 
of money from private concerns 
such as insurance companies, the 
Congress can exempt from fed- 
eral taxation the return on all 
private funds invested directly in 
school construction. This is by no 
means a radical departure from 
normal policy, inasmuch as the 
interest on bonds issued by pub- 
lic school building corporations 
and held by private individuals 
and corporations is now tax- 
exempt.

The Court on Contempt 


The issue of jury trials for persons accused 
of criminal contempt of court, which domi- 
nated the fight over the civil rights bill last 
summer, has been revived by a recent Su- 
preme Court decision. 

In Congress last year, most liberals strenu- 
ously opposed the effort of Southern Demo- 
crats to make jury trials mandatory in con- 
tempt cases. The liberals saw this aS a move 
to nullify Federal court enforcement of civil 
rights. They believed that there is no con- 
stitutional right to a jury trial in contempt 
proceedings. In such cases, as Oregon’s 
Wayne Morse argued, “to interpose a jury 
between the court and the defendant would 
be to deprive the courts of their historic 
power to preserve their own integrity.” 

But now a three-man minority of the Su- 
preme Court, composed of Justices Black and 
Douglas and Chief Justice Warren, declares 
in effect that Senator Morse and the Senate 
liberals were wrong. In a case dealing with 
Gil Green and Henry Winston, two of the 
Communist leaders who were convicted under 
the Smith Act, Justice Black's minority opin- 
ion argues that contempt prosecutions are 
like any other criminal prosecutions, and so 
are subject to trial by jury after indictment 
by a grand jury. To permit a judge to try 
such cases, Justice Black wrote, would give 
him an “autocratic omnipotence’ which no 
official should possess.

The Black opinion is a passionate piece of 
advocacy but unconvincing. We are glad 
that a five-man majority supported the close- 
ly reasoned opinion of Justice Harlan to the 
contrary. This opinion holds that a “long 
and unbroken hne of dec#sions involving con- 
tempts ranging from misbehavior in court to 
disobedience of court orders establishes be- 
yond peradventure that criminal contempts 
are not subject to jury trial as a matter of 
constitutional right.” And Justice Frankfur- 
ter in a concurring opinion lists 53 Supreme 
Justices, from’ Marshall to Minton, from 
Holmes to Van Devanter, from Livingston to 
Brandeis, who have sustained the constitu- 
tionality of the courts’ power of summary 
punishment for contempt. 

The legal and historical grounds for this 
view are supported by common sense. Green 
and Winston, having been convicted under 
the Smith Act, disobeyed a court order to 
appear for commitment to prison, and stayed 
in hiding for nearly five years. Surely this 
kind of outright defiance of lawful judicial 
instructions should be summarily punishable 
if the courts are to be respected. :

It is quite in order for Congress, within 
its legislative powers, to limit the area in 
which contempts can be tried without a jury. 
This Congress did in the Clayton Act, intend- 
ed to halt the abuse of contempt powers in 
labor disputes, and in last year’s Civil Rights 
Act, which in its final. compromise version 
prescribed a jury trial in certain contempt 
cases involving heavy penalties. So also Con- 
gress has properly legislated against abuse 
of the contempt power to punish verbal crit- 
icism of a court’s decisions. 

But the expression of opinion about a 
court's orders is nothing like overt defiance 
of them. When a defendant refuses to sur- 
render to begin a sentence lawfully imposed 
after fair trial and appeal, he is challenging 
the whole system of justice and should be 
subject to summary punishment unprotected 
by a jury which for some local or temporary 
reason might tend to condone his defiance. 

Congress and the appellate courts have a 
duty to bar excessive punishment and to re- 
quire that contempt charges be fully sup- 
ported by evidence. But the basic principle 
that a court can enforce its orders and pun- 
ish for defiance of them without the inter- 
position of a jury is a sound one that ought 
not to be capriciously overturned on ques- 
tionable constitutional grounds. 


Booming Old Big Ben Is 100 


There are older, bigger and more resonant 
bells, to be sure, but where is there one in 
active service so well known and so symbolic 
of a people as is London’s Big Ben? This 
week is the centenary of that great hour bell 
attached to the Westminster clock in the Par- 
liament tower. 

The occasion should not be allowed to pass 
without at least a tip of the hat from across 


the Atlantic. American tourists have for 
years ranked Big Ben alongside London 
Bridge and the Tower of London as an 
attraction. And since 1923 the BBC trans- 


missions have carried its resounding booming 
voice to the far corners of the world. Through 
the zeppelin forays of World War I and the 
bomber raids of World War II, the sight or 
the sound of Big Ben sustained a _ hard- 
stricken people. 

It has been said that if the stone lions at 
the foot of Nelson’s Column in Trafalgar 
Square could roar, it would be with the same 
booming defiant voice with which Big Ben 
marks the hour. May Big Ben continue to 
toll the hours for at least another century! 


Riverfront Parking Provisions 

Still another preliminary to work on the 
riverfront memorial was disposed of when 
the Railroad Brotherhoods gave Mayor Tuck- 
er their approval of the revised track reloca- 
tion plan. This will be submitted next to the 
Missouri Public Service Commission. Since 
the commission overruled objections to a 
3000-foot tunnel, it is reasonable to expect 
its prompt sanction of a tunnel only 960 
feet long. 

Now that there is new assurance that the 
park with its splendid arch is to be more 
than a blue-printed dream, there is a cor- 
responding eagerness to see dirt fly. Yet 
this is tinged with apprehension about the 
loss of parking facilities on the site. Perhaps 
not enough emphasis has been put on the 
underground garage included in the Saarinen 
plan. The National Park Service already has 
granted the city an easement for this. And 
it is planned to build the garage as grading 
progresses. 

The cost is to be met by self-liquidating 
bonds. In other words, the city will pay for 
the garage with the parking fees it collects. 
The right to issue such bonds already has 
been granted by the Legislature. Mayor 
Tucker is following a step-by-step procedure 
in connection with the riverfront. So in due 
.course he may be expected to ask the Alder- 
men for an ordinance authorizing the bond 
issue. Since it will involve no appropriation 
and no taxes, it should involve no delay. 

Temporary use of the site for parking was 
a windfall. So it is good to know that there 


* 


will be no arbitrary ending of the privilege. 
Surface parking will be curtailed only section 
by section as underground facilities are built. 
The real strain henceforth will be on the 
patience of all who yearn for the completion 
of one of the nation’s most attractive em- 
bellishments. 


School Equality in the County 

Fwo seats the St. Louis County Board 
of Education were filled Tuesday night in 
one of the county’s most important yet wide- 
ly ignored elections of the year. 

The County Board exists solely to propose 
school district consolidations to the voters. 
Its six members are elected not directly by 
the people but by the 180 members of the 
county’s 29 school districts and the county- 
wide district for the handicapped. Sorry to 
say, only 56 of the 180 eligible electors par- 
ticipated in Tuesday’s voting. 

The county has long needed a basic re- 
organization of its 29 regular districts in 
order to equalize educational opportunities 
and more nearly equalize the tax burden. 
Unhappily, the County Board has been slow 
to tackle this problem. 

A plan for trimming the number of regu- 
lar districts from 29 to five has been ad- 
vanced by Edgar C. Miller, assistant principal 
of Fairview High School. Under this plan 
the assessed property valuation per pupil in 
each of the five districts would be nearly 
equalized. Educational opportunities would 
be closer to parity and the tax burden more 
fairly shared. Here are the district group- 
ings under the Miller plan, the indicated as- 
sessed property value per pupil and the aver- 
age daily attendance that could be expected. 


Group I: Hazelwood, Ferguson, River- 
view, Jennings, West Walnut Manor. As- 
sessed valuation per pupil, $11,327. Av- 
erage daily attendance, 14,452. 

Group II: Normandy, Wellston, Univer- 
sity City. ..Property valuation $13,054. 
Attendance 14,501. 

Group III: Clayton, Ladue, Kinloch, 
Berkeley, Pattonville, Maryland Heights, 
Ritenour, Scudder. $13,550. 18,730. 

Group IV: Brentwood, Maplewood, 
Webster Groves, Kirkwood, Parkway Con- 
solidated, Valley Park. $14,444. 15,227. 

Group V: Eureka, R-8 (Lindbergh), 
Affton, Bayless, Hancock, Jefferson Bar- 
racks, R-9 (Mehlville), $10,721. 13,522. 


The two newly elected County Board mem- 
bers are Albert E. Prack of Berkeley and 
Loyal Gibbs, a holdover, from Valley Park.

The Clock Runs for Cuba 

The overwhelming military power which 
President Batista brought against the rebels 
in Havana and Santiago raises the question 
of what Fidel Castro hopes to gain by con- 
tinuing the Cuban revolt. 

From the beginning Castro has waged a 
war of nerves as much as outright war. His 
frequent pronunciamentoes, secret pamphlets 
and clandestine radio enlarge upon the 
nightly bombings, raids and ambushes. At a 
minimum, Castro seeks to show Cubans that 
their “strong man” is not strong enough to 
Suppress protest or even put down revolt. To 
people accustomed to strong men, one who 
pretends to strength he does not have is open 
to question and trouble. 

Beyond that, Batista’s power rests prin- 
cipally on a well-paid Army and police of- 
ficership. But in relying more and more on 
this power, the dictator has compelled the 
military to undertake more and more onerous 
work and unaccustomed responsibility in 
fields far removed from defense. To this 
burden the revolt now adds the possibility 
of being shot. If the time should come when 
the military either sickens of its oppressive 
role or tires of its extensive civil duties, the 
time of Batista will grow short. 

Thus Castro does not necessarily need to 
win general strikes or battles, but he does 
need to survive, and by surviving prove that 
the revolt is uncrushable. Time is his ally, 
but exhaustion is his enemy, and the clock is 
running for both sides. 


Taking It to the Country 

President Eisenhower is to be commended 
on his decision to take the case for his de- 
fense reorganization to the people by means 
ef a nation-wide radio and television broad- 
cast. Some other elements in the President’s 
program—for example, the extension of the 
Reciprocal Trade Act for five years—need 
the same exposition to the people and the 
same kind of White House support. Too often 
the White House has drawn up its list of 
priority measures too late in the session for 
major accomplishment. The forthcoming sup- 
port for the defense plan is good in itself 
vand it will be even better if it presages other 
appeals to the nation and White House dis- 
cussions with members of Congress, particu- 
larly the Republican recalcitrants. 


Improving Propaganda 

Secretary of State Dulles now says the 
United States has.improved in answering 
Soviet propaganda. He bases this assumption 
on the speedy reply to the Khrushchev letter 
on suspending nuclear ‘tests, which was re- 
ceived on Friday, translated by Saturday, 
and answered Monday afternoon. 

Undoubtedly there is a value to a quick 
response to Russian propaganda, to prevent 
giving it what Mr. Dulles terms a “free run.” 
But the response has to be imaginative and 
based on sound policy, or the free run- will 
be permitted to become an extended run. 
Moreover, propaganda cannot be merely re- 
sponsive, or defensive. ‘ 

A mere speed-up in replying to Russian 
strokes is not enough. As the sputniks and 
the Soviet test ban show, something is wrong 
with our propaganda machinery and with the 
policy-making on which it is based. 

Mr. Dulles now denies that there are any 
plans to name a psychological warfare expert 
for this purpose, as President Eisenhower 
suggested last week. On this point we think 
the President was right and Mr. Dulles wrong. 
Mr. Dulles obviously has too much to do to 
bring together all the policy and propaganda 
aspects of the Government and its agencies. 

An increasing awareness of the propaganda 
“war” is needed in Washington, and it will 
not develop without assistance from some one 
official who can concentrate on that task.

Excise Taxes and Autos From America, National Catholic W eekly Review 


One would imagine that current 
proposals to drop the 10 per cent ex- 
cise tax on new automobiles would 
be music to the ears of everybody 
connected with the industry. Thanks, 
however, to the Washington staff of 
the Scripps-Howard papers, we now 
learn that some auto dealers don’t 
like all this talk of a tax cut. Not 
only are they afraid that the pros- 
pect of a cut may lead the public 
to defer buying cars until a slow- 
moving Congress decides to act. 
They are alsc fearful that auto buy- 
ers may become curious about the 
mechanics of the tax and start ask- 


ing embarrassing questions. As the 
reporters explain, the 10 per cent ex- 
cise tax applies only. to the auto it- 
self and whatever extras are factory- 
installed. It doesn’t apply to the 
cost of transportation from the fac- 
tory, or to local taxes, or to the 
assessment on cars for ‘advertising, 
or to the dealer’s suggested 25 per 
cent markup. The tax, that is, ap- 
plies to less than three quarters of 
the car’s “list” purchase price. ‘Not 
knowing this, the buyer of a $4000 
car will want to khow why the tax 
saving is considerably less than $400. 
Dealers who may have been a little 


careless in the past about the basis 
on which they figured the excise tax 
may have a hard time explaining 
their arithmetic to skeptical con-

There have been two brilliant 
women, Australian-born, who have 
exhibited a golden gift — Henrietta 
Richardson Robertson whom we 
know better as Henry Handel Rich- 
ardson, and Christina Stead. 


Lately there has been Patrick 
White whose novel “Voss” created 
symbolic visions of love and flight 
and death. And there was Henry 
Lawson, lanky, lean, sensitive and 
deaf, who drank himself to lonely 
death and left these stories and 
verses. 

There is some trace in them of 
Bret Harte, whom Lawson read as 
a boy, and some similarity also to 
Kipling, who was born only two years 
earlier in another British outpost 
beyond the seas. Not that Lawson 
comes up to either; his verse is un- 
tutored and rough as the man and 
his native land. 


And the stories—only a few of 
them can truly claim that title. For 
many of them are sketches, half. 
filled-in outlines of unfulfillment. 
They deal with the sundowner, the 
tramp of the bush and out bs 
“waltzing Matilda” from morning 
star to sunset over the hard and 
burning track. They tell the grim, 
harsh tales of the drover’s wife in 


shallow grave. 
There is no compromising here 


with sweetness and light, although 
a little Victorian sentiment does 
creep into the pathetic story of Ratty 
Howlett whose hut was no place for 
a woman. In the longer accounts, 
there is precious little humor either, 
although some robust masculine 
laughter guffaws in the anecdotes 
about the loaded dog and Bill, “the 
ventriloquial rooster.” 

Mostly, these are descriptive jot- 
tings without narrative or plot, some- 
what sad and inconsequential like 
the humans in them, who lived and 
died without anybody caring much. 

For Lawson, the boy born to pov- 
erty, who never had much schooling, 
who was shut off from his fellows by 
lack of hearing, there must be com- 
passion and regret that his talent 
did not come to fruition. An unhappy 
marriage, a compulsive drive to 
drink, a living dependent on charity 
— these; and what inward pain, 
brought him to dn early death at 55. 
He left behind a small heritage which 
might have been a great estate.

Pro and Con of Nuclear Tests

WASHINGTON.. 


N THE PROPAGANDA CONTEST, of which we have just 
now had another round, our basic position is that we do not 
wish to suspend the testing of nuclear weapons and that we 


do not in the near future wish to have a summit meeting in 
which Mr. Eisenhower confronts Khrushchev. . 


This is, of course, a difficult 
position to argue in a world 
which is terrified by the race 
in nuclear armaments and is 
hoping compul- 
sively that in a 
meeting at the 
summit some 
kind of accom- 
modation might 
be reached. Mr. 
Dulles, who 
has the hard 
task of arguing 
the official 
American case, 
is talking like 
aman who 
knows that the Teller 
best he can do is to fight a 
delaying action—to avoid a de- 
cisive commitment on the tests 
and on the summit meeting. 
The crucial question at this 
point is what is the basic So- 
viet position. 

Is it that, having just com- 
pleted their own series of tests, 
their objective is to prevent us 
a holding our forthcoming 
ests? 


Counting on U.S. Tests? 


It cannot be that simple. For 
such a maneuver could easily 
be defeated by proposing to 
suspend our tests after we, 
like they, have completed our 
tests. 

Or is it that the Soviets 
know that, what with Dr. Tel- 
ler, Adm. Strauss, and most of 
the Pentagon, we intend to go 
on testing—as indeed Mr. 
Dulles indicated at his press 
conference — and that, there- 
fore, the Soviets can propose 
to cease testing? 

For they will know that we 
will not cease and that they 
can then continue. Or it is that 
the Soviets do not mean to 
cease but are relying on being 
able to cheat by holding un- 
detected tests? | 


Safe From Attack. 


My own view is that the 
main Russian position is found- 
ed not upon gimmicks and 
propaganda tricks but upon 
their estimate, of the over-all 
balance of power in the world 
as between their coalition and 
ours. 

Fo suspend nuclear testing 
is in fact to freeze the develop- 
ment of nuclear weapons, and 
if that were done now, the 
world ‘balance of power would 
be favorable to them. 

They know they will not be 
attacked, and they have or are 
about to have ample weapons 
to neutralize any military pres- 


sure on the Communist orbit. 
Along with this, they have su- 
perior military power consist- 
ing of conventional forces and 
existing nuclear weapons as 
against any of the countries on 


a their periphery. 


In the West, on the other 


:| hand, there is no prospect that 
#| the democracies will support a 


combined military establish- 
ment comparable with that of 
the Soviet Union—except for 
one possibility. This is the de- 
velopment of cheap nuclear 
weapons to replace massive 
armies. 


Soldiers Feel Responsible. 


For this reason, so I believe, 
there is determined resistance 
inside the Western govern- 
ments to interference with the 
evolution of nuclear weapons. 
This resistance has its center 
among the soldiers and scien- 
tists who, believing that war is 
not improbable, feel acutely 
their own responsibility in case 
war breaks out. 

Undeniably, there would be 
a risk in suspending the tests 
and freezing the development 
of nuclear weapons. But there 
is also a risk in continuing the 
tests. It is that the race of 
armaments will go on, Will in- 
deed be intensified, with no 
certainty whatever that the 
Soviet Union will not forge 
ahead of us in this field as it 
has forged ahead of us in the 
field of rockets. 

There is no built-in guaran- 
tee that Dr. Teller and Adm. 
Strauss can create nuclear arm- 
aments which the Russians can- 
not beat or even match. For 
when the Russians concentrate 
their efforts on a particular 
military objective, they are a 


formidable nation. 


The Fundamental Issue. 


We have to weigh in the bal- 
ance the risk of freezing the 
development of nuclear weap- 
ons as against the risk of in- 
tensified competition in the de- 
velopment of the nuclear 
weapons. / 

This is the fundamental is- 
sue, and this country is en- 
titled to have it explained and 
debated. Even as propaganda, 
such a debate would do us 
good, much more good than 
the nojes and press confer- 
ences with which we present 
our face to the world.

Juvenile delinquency and 
crime will increase by 90 per 
cent by 1975, the central states 
conference of the American 
Public Welfare Association was 
told last night. 


Philip M. Hauser, . professor 
and chairman of the depart- 
ment of sociology, University 
of Chicago, said that even if 
the present rates of crime and 
delinquency among 15- to 19- 
year-olds remain the same, the 
90 per cent rise will occur be- 
causeof the increased size of 
that age group by 1975. Hauser 
was the principal speaker at 
the anuual banquet of the as- 
sociation at Hotel Statler Hil- 
ton. The three-day conference 
ends today.

Colleran, addressing this, 
‘morning's final session of the | 
Central States Safety Confer- | 
ence at Hotel Chase, said both 
groups have a stake in safety | 
in industry. Last year, a total 
of $3,850,000.000 in wages and | 
$1,900,000,000 in production 
was lost through injuries and 
fatalities, he declared. ' 

“City, state and federal reg- 
ulations governing safety estab- 
dish only minimum standards 
and are by no means the ulti- | 
mate to which industry should 
aspire,” Colleran said, | 

Colleran said the federal 
Walsh-Healy Public Contracts 
Act requiring certain safety 
standards in the letting of Gov- | 
ernment contracts is effective | 
because of the simplicity of its 
language. Lawyers cannot have 
a “field day in court” with the 
Act because the terms are con- 
cise and clear, he said. 

“The Secretary of Labor, | 
who is responsible under the 
Act for safety of workers on 
Government contracts, will go 
to any lengths to bring indus- 


trial plants into compliance 
with the Act, Colleran de- 
clared. 


“The Secretary will not tol- | 
erate conditions that amputate | 
ands or fingers of employes, 
or endanger their lives or 
health,” he said. 

At the same time, Colleran 
observed, the Department of 
Labor is eager to give all the 
help it can in the way of tech- 
nical assistance to firms and 
organizations interested in pro- 
moting industrial safety.

Interception and destruction 
of intercontinental ballistic 
missiles is feasible in certain 
conditions, said Dr. Robert 
Cockburn, but this does not 
constitute defense.

The I.C.B.M.’s defense lies 
in the “logic of retaliation,” 
Dr. Cockburn added. The 
power of this deterrent should 
not be overestimated, he said, 
because it is “effective only if 
threat and counter-threat are 
reciplocal.” 

These words mark the first 
intervention by one of the gov- 
ernment’s scientists in the 
argument that until now has 
been dominated by politicians, 
clergymen, philosophers and 
publicists. | 

Holds United States Medal. 

Cockburn is controller of | 
guided missiles and electronics | 
for the Ministry of Supply.

Five frontiers of opportunity 
in real estate were described 
recently by H. Walter Graves, 
president of the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards. 
They are: 

Impending development of 
the southwest desert region 
by piping in distilled sea 
water. 

Growth of industrial parks. 

The national highway pro- 
gram. 

A vast upsurge of urban 
rehabilitation. 

Application of new ideas 
to development of “a per- 
fect shopping center.” 

“A few years ago, persons 
watched the disappearance of 
the western frontier and said 
that all the land that could be 
put to any possible use has al- 
ready been utilized,” Graves 
asserted. “Such _ pessimists 
failed to take scientific prog- 
ress into account.” 

“Today, science—nuclear sci- 
ence in particular—is on the 
verge of creating a new fron- 
tier for Americans,” he said. 
“We are told that within the 
next 10 years it will be com- 
mercially practical to pipe sea 
water into vast expanses of our 
southwestern deserts and turn 
it into fresh water. 

“If and when this happens,” 
he continued, “the ensuing mi- 
gration of industry and people 
to that region may well make 
the California gold rush take 
on the aspects of a Sunday 
school picnic. The need for 
the skills and wisdom of real- 
tors is obvious should such de- 
velopment occur.” 

The same cheap atomic 
power may make possible the 
distillation of the sea water, 
Graves explained, will popu- 
late the desert with industrial 
communities which, with re- 
lated residential and business 
areas, “will spring up where 
now there blossoms only the 
tumbleweed and the cactus.” 

Turning to the national scene, 
Graves said that the industrial 
park movement “is already well 
under way” as a sort of sepa- 
rate frontier with more than 
100 such communities being re- 
ported in the country today by 
the United States Department 
of Commerce. He defined an 
industrial park as a tract of 
land that is subdivided and de- 
veloped according to a compre- 
hensive plan with streets, rail 
spur tratks and utilities already 
installed. Industrial compan- 
ies then purchase land and lo- 
cate plants in such tracts. 

The new 40 billion dollar 
national highway program now 
coming into being was termed 
“the most important milestone 
in our transportation history” 
and a development that will 
also open new areas to resi- 
dential and indsutrial develop- 
ment. 

Urban rehabilitation was 
cited as both a “staggering 
problem” and a “great sector 
of opportunity.” He declared 
that N.A.R.E.B.’s Build Amer- 
ica Better Committee through 
which Realtors promote neigh- 
borhood conservation, looks 
upon the subject as both a chal- 
lenge and an opportunity and 
has reported that American 
families are spending approxi- 
mately 14 billion dollars a year 
for a wide range of home im- 
provements.

“Apparently many consume 
ers are becoming more cautious 
and careful about their spend- 
ing because they are uncertain 
about the future. 

“Another factor 
work to increase our volume 
of loanable funds is that re- 
payments are very likely to rise 
substantially in the months 
ahead. Just as it is causing 
more saving, the uncertainty 
over the future is causing many 
borrowers to liquidate their 
debts more rapidly,” . Holzka 
stated. 

The league official urged 
savings associations to put 
these expanded funds to work 
by pursuing the policy of ‘‘busi- 
ness as usual” or better yet, a 
policy of “more business than 


which will 


usual.” 

“We must lend and keep on 
lending great amounts. of 
money,” he said. “We must 


continue to go about our job 
of vigorously promoting sav- 
ings and then lending these 
savings and repayments to new 
borrowers eagerly and confi- 
dently. 

“Only in this way will we be 
able to offset one of the prin- 
cipal dangers of any recession 
—a decline in confidence that 
tends to be contagious and 
eventually disastrous.” 

Holzka declared that “sav- 
ings associations are in the 
business of making home own- 
ership possible and of doing 
everything they can to help 
borrowers keep their homes, 
and that this is as true in bad 
times as in good times. 


Understanding Is Necessary. 


“In fact,” he said, “this re- 
sponsibility is more pressing in 
bad times than in good, for 
then more understanding of 
the borrower's problems is re- 
quired and more patience and 
cooperation in helping him to 
work out his problems. 

“The cardinal rule of the 
game in recession-caused de- 
linquencies is sympathetic un- 
derstanding. The borrower with 
a good loan record does not 
and should not become a bad 
borrower just because’ the 
plant he worked in shut down. 
He is in trouble only tempo- 
rarily and if you do everything 
you can to tide him over, he 
will be your friend for life.” 

In urging savings associa- 
tions to step up their home 
lending, Holzka said the secur- 
ity for such a loan in 1958 may 
be better than it was in 1957, 

“Buyers of new homes this 
year will get more for their 
money than they did last year. 
Materials prices have passed 
their peak. So have land prices, 
And work for the building 
trades is no longer so plenti- 
ful, and so there is reason to 
believe that on-the-site labor 
will be more productive. 

“So it appears that every 
dollar invested in a new home 
in 1958 is apt to bring more 
value than it has for quite'a 
while.”

He 
also said that other students 
should receive thorough prep- 
aration in science and mathe- 
matics. 

Honnell added that mathe- 
matics must be introduced at 
a much earlier age at the ele- 
mentary and secondary school 
levels. He spoke at the tenth 
annual Washington University 
chancellor’s dinner for St. 
Louis educators, held in the 
Women’s Building gymnasium.

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Finds Humor in 


Sad State Today

MR. CASKIE STINNETT, by trade a professional 
humor writer, the most frustrating endeavor these days 
short of being an elevator man in a one-story building, 
* glowered int> space. 

“Bah,” he gritted, as 
befits a true humorist. 

What I had asked him 
to bring all this on was 
what did he think about 
the state of humor in 
America today. It was a 
real jolly interview, ex- 
cept my tears soggied up 


the hard roll I had 
swiped at the Ad Club 
meeting where Caskie 


rolled them in the aisles 
down at the Statler the 
other day. 

He doesn't think the 
state of humor in Amer- 
ica is very funny. That’s 
what it boiled down to. 

“Who is writing humor 
in America today?” he 
demanded. 

“Well,” I said modestly. 
“Tl had this piece in the 
National Hog Farmer 
just the other month, a rather amusing character study 
of the Yorkshire pig and while I don’t want to boast, it...”

“If Mark Twain came back he would be 
stoned in the streets,” said Mr. Stinnett. “Who is 
writing humor? How many? Where are the Bench- 
leys? How many humorous books stand a chance 
of national review?” 


I dabbed at my eyes with a nearby piece of sackcloth, 
and eyed Mr. Stinnett sympathetically, and asked, “What 
do you think is the cause of all this?” 


HE PONDERED. He is a good ponderer. He also 
has an excellent split personality—minutes before he had 
wowed a packed house with joke after joke, being a good 
stand-up comedian as well as a nationally known humor 
author. 

“Editors,” he said. 

We wrote that down—“writer annoyed by editors.” 
This looked like the biggest scoop since dog-bites-man. 

“Editors may not be the basic cause,” he amended. 
We scratched it out again. “A certain fear is the basic 
cause, a reluctance to stick one’s neck out, a tightening 
area of what we can satirize. It’s getting to where we 
can’t even satirize ourselves.” 

Stinnett, a former newspaper man who escaped with 
a file sent him in a crabapple pie, has written for many 
national publications, notably the Saturday Evening Post 
and Holiday—where he does a regular stint now. His 
book on commuting (‘Will Not Run Feb. 22nd.”) was his 
last full-lengther, and a new one, as yet untitled, will be 
out before long. 

“This growing national conformity is stifling humor,” 
he said. “There is a steadily decreasing humor market. 
And—yet, ironically—editors insist they want more humor, 
scream for it, cry for it. Then what happens? They still 
don’t use it. Have you ever wondered why?” 

“It has crossed my mind.” We wrote down EDITORS 
again, in large block letters. 


“I'll tell you why,” he said. “Humor makes 
them have to stick their neck out, that’s why. 
Humor is a lonely business, with none of the 
justifications which can be made up for articles 
they run in any other area. It’s either funny or it 
isn’t—and the editor who must choose stands right 
there on the spot with no excuses if he’s wrong. 
And you can call a man anything in the world 
and get away with it—except saying he has no 
sense of humor. But the simple truth is that too 
many editors don’t understand humor at all.” 


“Mine do, one and all,” I put in hastily. “A veritable 
nest of Merry Andrews.” 


“Mine are back in Philadelphia,” he said. ‘Another 
thing. Too many editors have humor confused with triv- 
jality. It has come about, somehow, that a humorist is 
dismissed as a clown, that a humor writer must inherently 
be inconsequential as a thinker.” 


SO, THEN, Mr. Stinnett’s case: Growing conformity 
plus growing sensitivity plus frightened editors plus con- 
tinuing loss of status for jesters in print is enough to 
make a man weep in his hard roll. 


“I wrote this little piece about my troubles with a 
power mower,” he brooded. “What must have been every 
power mower manufacturer in the universe wrote in.” 


“That'll teach you to be flippant about power mowers.” 
“Yeah.”

Writer Recalls the Culture of His Boyhood Days When Stars Played the Opera House

I DON’T KNOW about your 
home town, but there was noth- 
ing small town—or not much 
anyway—about mine. And the 
reason I bring it up is because 
I've suddenly grown a little 
weary of hearing my city 
friends speak condescendingly 
of small towns as being havens 
for rubes and knuckleheads. 

Let me tell you about my 
home town, Cairo, over there 
in Illinois where the beautiful 
Ohio (in dreams again I see) 
empties into the Mighty Mis- 
sissippi. 

We had our moments. The 
first show I remember see- 
Ca 

The overture closed with a 
fanfare. The house lights 
flashed off—they didn’t fade 
out in those days. From far up 
in the gallery came two sharp 
raps from a billy club and 
a gutteral: “Hats off, put them 
peanuts away!” The curtain 
slowly rose on Mary Miles 
Minter and Dustin Farnum in 
“The Littlest Rebel,” and I was 
seeing my first stage show. 

That was too many years ago. 
I got to thinking about it the 
other day after getting into 
the umpteenth rhubarb with 
some of my city-bred friends, 
Doggone it, we had our culture, 


too. Small-town doesn't al- 
Ways mean hick-town. 

You may think that voice 
from the gallery was a bit bu- 
colic. Far from it. It was 
just a local tradition, like the 
calliope on excursion boats. In 
fact, it may have been where 


the expression “peanut heaven” 


was born. .The voice, by the 
way, was that of Buck Adams, 
gallery impresario bu night 
and mail man by day. We were 


never quite sure whether his 
billy or his handlebar mus- 
tache awed us the most, but 
they certainly kept the peace. 

The old Cairo Opera House 
in those days was a big-time 
operation. They may have only 
one-night stands, but if a small 
town had the railroads (Cairo 
had five) you got to see the 
best of the road shows. 

I recall Lou Tellegen and 
Margaret Anglin. Then there 
was Charlotte Greenwood in 
“So Long Letty.” Fanchon and 
Marco (which one was the girl?) 
stopped on their way east with 
the first musical comedy ever 
produced on the West Coast. 
It was a big deal—they stayed 
two days. Pictures of earlier 
Stars such as George M. Cohan 
lined the lobby. Horrible after- 
thought: Frank Silvers intro- 
duced ‘Yes, We Have No Ra- 
nanas” there. More pleasantly, 
he also introduced Bobbe Arnst, 
my first stage crush. 


WHILE I WAS still in knee 
pants the movies began to take 
over and the stage decline, in 
the small towns at least, was 
on, but we had plenty of other 
things to keep us busy. Take 
the phonograph record and the 
model T. Maybe it wasn't 
looked on in the big city as en- 
tertainment, but the early auto- 
mobile definitely was that in 
the small towns. My town, at 
least. It- wasn’t something to 
get you from where you were 
to where you were going. It 
was something with which the 
young blood paraded his opu- 
lence.

into of an evening or Sunday 
afternoon and just ride. That 
ride frequently was limited. 
While Cairo was proud of 
its paved streets, in those days 
there was only one road which 
might be called a highway.

The New Films’ 
Great French Film | | 


“GERVAISE,” at the APOLLO THEATER, is one of 
he greatest French films ever made, one to rank with 
Children of Paradise,” “Monsieur Vincent,” “Isle of Sin- 
ners,” and “Grand Illusion.” Here digector Rene Clement, 
he who made the ironic “Forbidden 
Games,” and Jean Aurenche and Pierre 
Bost, the brilliant team of writers who did 
“Forbidden Games” and “Devil in’ the 
Flesh,” have taken Emile Zola’s novel, 
“L’Assomoir” (“The Grog Shop”) and 
made it into a tempestuous and over- 
powering canvas of life in the Paris 
slums in the period between the Crimean War and the 
Franco-Prussian War. 

Here are squalor and filth, lechery, drunkenness, 
brawling, petty jealousies and backbiting, deterioration, 
and viciousness set forth in teeming profusion and with 
marvelous, biting realism. But this is no mere excursion 
into sordidness, for all the facets of human joy and hope 
are also limned. There is nobility, too, moments of ex- 


. Citement and wassail, tenderness. and sweetness, of striving 


and the satisfactions of small economic triumphs. 

That the heroine of this story, Gervaise, succumbs 
and gives up in utter despair after battling with fierce 
and magnificent courage against all the travail that life in 
her environment scourges her with is not depressing. 
Rather it’ is profoundly moving—a gallant human spirit 
sinking in exhaustion and defeat (The title “L’Assomoir” 


also has another meaning which can be ironically applied 
~The Bludgeon.”) 


As Gervaise, the heroine, the Swiss-German actress, 
Maria Schell, gives what is surely one of the great femi- 
nine acting portrayals in the history of the screen, one 80 
intensely human and so illuminating of the inner reaches 
of the spirit that it is marvelously transcendent. Gervaise, 
radiant in happiness, defiant and wild in battle, tempted, 
bewildered, frightened, in tears of anguish, and beaten 
into despair—all these emotions are mirrored in unfor- 
gettable imprint on that beautifully expressive face. 


All the cast is excellent—Francois Perier as Coupeau, 
her gentle but weak-willed roofing-laborer husband, who 
bogs down into drunkenness and parasitism after a bad 
accident; Armand Mestral as Lantier, her silkily viperish 
former lover who first deserts her with two children, then 
returns to hound her and live off her; Jacques Harden 
as Gouget, a strong and morally sturdy blacksmith touched 
with sweetness, who finally repudiates Gervaise, and Suzy 
Delair as a vengeful neighborhood ‘shrew. 


All the types are shrewdly portrayed, and Clement’s 
camera has caught many enormously effective scenes. One, 
for example, is the burgeoning, hectic hilarity of a birthday 
dinner Gervaise gives, with its undercurrents of jealousy, 
political quarreling, sex rivalry, dissipation, petty pride, 
and Gervaise’s tremulous fears. Some others are the sor- 
did scene of how Gervaise, nauseated by Coupeau’s sodden 
and disgusting drunkenness, gives in to the advances of 
her former lover in the next room, and Coupeau’s wild 
seizure with delirium tremens. There is one terribly ironic 
shot in the latter when the 5-year-old daughter Nana (later 
in adult life to become Zola’s famous courtesan) examines 
in detached fascination her father’s quivering foot as it 
sticks through the bed railing. 

This won the New York Film Oritics Award as best 
foreign film of 1957. It was not eligible, because of a 
technicality, for the foreign film Academy Award. 


Dull-Toned Blues 

The lives of popular song writers, such as Cole Porter, 
Jerome Kern, Rodgers and Hart, ugually haven't turned 
out very well as screen material. No exception is “ST. 
LOUIS BLUES,” about the late William C. Handy, com- 

poser of the title number, probably the 
world’s most popular song, which had 
its world premiere last night at the FOX 
THEATER here. 

Much of the story is fictional, or cer- 
ifs tain facts are transposed as to time. Most 
| “11 ] of the plot is devoted to the fact that Mr. 

Handy’s father, a clergynian, opposed 
his playing jazz in nightclubs and honkeytonks, with the 
composer’s blindness (made temporary and at an earlier 
age than in actuality) an added ingredient for pathos. How- 
ever, it becomes draggy and tedious, with the composer 
solemnly but not very forcefully played by Nat “King” 
Cole, the night-club and record singer. 

There is great stress laid on the contention that Will 
Handy’s blues and other jazz tunes were “respectable.” 
“Look,” says Will to his father (played austerely by Juano 
Hernandez), “would a music company pay me $900 for a 
composition if it wasn’t respectable?” Certainly respecta-« 
bility had nothing to do with the appeal of such Handy 
tunes as “Beale Street Blues,” “Yellow Dog Blues,” and 
“Careless Love,” which are sung in the picture. 

The title song itself is held off until the end when it 
is sung by Mr. Cole and Eartha Kitt with a symphony or- 
chestra in New York, with a reconciliation between Will 
and his father, looking on in the wings, implied. Actually 
symphonic arrangements of the tune were played in Car- 
negie Hall in 1928 (when Mr. Handy was 54) and later by 
Paul Whiteman. But to me the climax was a letdown, “St. 
Louis Blues” is out of its element being played by a 
symphony orchestra—its wail and moan were meant for 
the hot beat of jazz bands, for singing in saloons, night- 
elubs, dives, on show stages, on levees and in cotton fields. 

Mr. Cole and Pearl Bailey, who plays Will’s aunt in 
the film, were on the stage at the Fox last night for the 
premiere performance. Other famous Negro entertainers 
in the picture are Cab Calloway, Ella Fitzgerald and Ma- 
halia Jackson, the gospel singer. Ruby Dee plays Will's 
fiancee.

BECAUSE THEY KNOW 
that the solution of individual 
problems often requires more 
than a listening ear and a sym- 
pathetic heart, St. Louis Protes- 
tant clergymen have teamed 
with psychiatrists to *build the 
Pastoral Counseling Service. It 
is one of the nation’s major 
church - affiliated counseling 
clinics. 


Each Monday night come 
men and women, married or 
single, widowed or divorced, an 
occasional teen-ager, the rich 
and the poor. The only thing 
they have in common is trouble. 

Arriving by appointment at 
Pilgrim Congregational Church, 
826 Union boulevard, each 
goes into a private office with 
the minister assigned to him to 
talk out the problem for near- 
ly an hour. He may find the 
answer in that single interview 
or he may come back for a 
second or a third session or 
even more. For some of their 
problems are rooted deep in 
the mind and heart and to 
solve them is not always easy. 


For that matter, the clos- 
ing of a case may not mean 
that the problem has disap- 
peared. But it may mean 
that the individual, at least, 
has learned to accept the 
problem and to live with it. 
Sometimes, that’s all that 
can be done. 


The ministers have been 
trained in seminar sessions to 
tackle the gamut of problems 
brought to them by troubled 
people and, if possible, to help 
the counseled person find the 
solution. But even with their 
specialized study of the tech- 
nique of counseling, coupled 
with a desire to help others 
and an acute sensitivity to hu- 
man conflict, they work with 
the psychiatrist in order to 
bring every facet of*the diffi- 
culty to light. It is this com- 
bination of understanding and 
clinical analysis which makes 
the program unique among 
Protestant church service proj- 
ects. 


Begun in 1954 by the Metro- 
politan Church Federation, and 
developed by the Federation's 
Department of Religion and 
Health, the Pastoral Counsel- 
ing Service has seen 326 indi- 
viduals with an’ average of 
three visits per client. Cutting 
across racial and denomination- 
al lines, clients’ ages range 
from the teens to the late 60s,

although the average is about 
40 and most of those who come 
have marital problems. 


Ministers volunteer to serve 
for a period of eight or 10 
weeks, and each sees two 
clients during the 7 to 9 p.m. 
counseling period. At the end 
of the evening, ministers and 
psychiatrists discuss the cases, 
but names are withheld in or- 
der to preserve the confiden- 
tial nature of the program. 


If additional psychiatric aid 
is indicated, the client may be 
referred to a psychiatrist, but 
not to one on the Pastoral 
Counseling Service staff. They 
do not accept private patients 
from the clientele of the Fed- 
eration’s program. 


No stated fee, other than a 
registration of $1, is charged, 
and:this may be waived if the 
person cannot afford to pay. 
At the end of the counseling, 
however, the client may make 
a donation to the Metropolitan 
Church Federation. All staff 
members contribute their time 
and use of its offices and fa- 
cilities is donated by Pilgrim 
Congregational Church.

Fix It Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


Notes on Repainting. 

WHEN most of us set off to 
do any interior painting we 
usually hope and pray that we 
can get along on just one coat. 
When one coat fails to do a 
good job of covering, it can be 
the fault of the paint or of the 
painter. 


You will seldom get good 
coverage out of low quality and 
Pp paint because the 
reason it’s low priced is that 
it doesn’t have too much pig- 
ment in it and it’s the pigment 
that does the hiding of the old 


ace. 

If the paint is low on pig- 
ment, it just won't give good 
coverage and you'll end up by 
having to apply a second coat. 
The price of two coats of low 
priced paint is usally higher 
than a e coat of good qual- 
ity paint that would have given 
good coverage. 

A FREQUENT REASON for 
good quality paint failing to do 


the job in one coat is that it 
Was applied over a high gloss 
surface. You've got to cut the 
gloss on enamels, varnish and 
similar high gloss finishes 
either by sanding or by wash- 
ing with water and washing 
soda if you expect a single 


‘coat of paint to do a good job 


of hiding. 

Often the reason for paint 
failing to hide is ‘that it was 
not properly mixed. Unless 
you do a good thorough job on 
mixing paint, some of the pig- 
ment will remain on the bottom 
of the container and you won't 
get good coverage. Many a 
job that could be done in one 
coat requires two coats be- 
cause the painter has tried to 
stretch the paint by adding too 
much thinner. You add thinner 
to a paint to give it good 
brushing consistency — not to 
make it cover more than it’s 
supposed to cover.

Like Mrs. Parsons 
an active church worker, Mrs. 
Johnston schedules appoint- 
ments for clients, maintains ex- 
tensive case records, attends 
staff conferences and makes 
any referrals directed by the 
staff. She also makes sure 
that the ministers are on duty 
and available for conferences. 

A minister continues with 
each case assigned to him until 
it can be closed or, if neces- 
sary, referred to private psy- 
chiatric care. If, however, the 
case requires further counsel- 
ing at the end of the minis- 
ter’s sassignment, the file is 
curndll over to another who 
continues the work. In marital 
problems, the husband and wife 


are assigned to different coun-. 


selors who later confer in or- 
der to reach an objective solu- 
tion to the conflict. 


A detailed study of the 
Counseling Service’s first 
200 cases by Dr. Robert 
Deitchman, psychiatrist and 
assistant in the department 
of psychiatry at Washington 
University School of Medi- 
cine, showed that 112 of the 
200 cases involved marital 
quarrels; 21, or approximate- 
ly 10 per. cent, reported 
“nervousness and tension’; 
16, or 7 per cent, were re- 
ferred because of behavior 
problems; 33 came with “a 
variety of concerns primarily 
relating to that of decisions 
and the general conduct of 
life”; nine wanted help in 
overcoming alcoholism and a 
like number just seemed to 
be lonely and unsure and 
clutching for help.

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panacea for human ills. Often, 
the counseling requires pene- 
trating and patient analysis, as 
the counselor explains with the 
client his past, his heritage, his 
attitudes, the influences on his 
thought and actions. 

“And the answer isn’t always 
right there for the asking,” said 
Dr. Thomas. “You do what you 
can to encourage him to talk it 
out. You try to create a mu- 
tual trust between counselor 
and counselee. This in itself 
may take long hours of inter- 
view time before you can go 
on to the problem itself. And 
even after weeks of counseling, 
you still may not be able to 
find the solution. But perhaps 
you' can help him to under- 
stand his problem and accept 
it and live with it.” 

Dr. Deitchman’'s study showed 
that of the first 200 cases, 110 
were considered to have been 
assisted in some way. An addi- 
tional 32 were found to be in 
need of psychiatric care and 
were referred either to private 
psychiatrists or to clinics. 

“One of the gratifying ex- 
periehces of those working in 
this combined effort is that of 
the minister and psy#hiatrist 
working together,” he said. 
“The minister reaffirms the so- 
cializing influence of _ the 
church. The psychiatrist con- 
firms the awareness of the need 
within all to identify with the 
group.”

NEW YORK, April 11 
I SPENT Monday afternoon 


in Albany, N. Y., arriving 
there in time for a press 
conference at the Sheraton 


Ten Eyck hotel and a meeting 
with other organizations in- 
terested in working for the 
United Nations. 

At 6 o'clock we all went over 
to.the Executive Mansion for 
a dinner given by Gov. Averell 
Harriman. He asked Mrs. 
Jonathan Bingham to let me 
look over the old mansion and 
I must say, from what they 
tell me, Mrs. Lehman contrib- 
uted some very practical con- 
veniences for purposes of en- 
tertaining. 

On the whole, the rooms 
are still used in much the 
same way they were in my 
husband’s day, but the pic- 
tures which had belonged to 
Gov. Harriman’s mother and 
which he has brought from 
Arden House certainly fit in 
beautifully with the period 
of the mansion. This means, 
of course, they are not by 
modern artists, but they 
nevertheless add color and 
charm to the rooms. 


On Tuesday morning Clark 
Eichelberger, Miss Pat Bail- 
largeon and I left by train for 
Wilmington, Del. 

There was an early dinner 
and an evening meeting before 
we boarded the train for Nor- 
folk, Va. 

ON THE WAY DOWN I read 
two articles in Look magazine. 
One was a story about Mrs. 
Nikita S. Khrushchev, written 
by Gwen Robyns.

as a joke.

This winter, the educational committee of the Women’s 
Advertising Club has been doing something different, 
explaining to the public the story of its craft. Every 
other Friday at 7:30 on KETC-TV (Channel 9) a program 
ealled “Backstage in Advertising” has featured panels 
of real live advertising people explaining just what it is 
that they do.

One of the purposes of the program has been 
to acquaint youngsters with job opportunities in 
advertising. Asking the questions for the un- 
initiated is “Susie Neophyte” (Sue Perkins, a 
junior Ad Clubber who is so pretty and person- 
able that she should be picked up for her own 
TV program). 


To Susie and other neophytes, experts in the field 
have explained such advertising techniques as research— 
the study done before a product is advertised to determine 
who the consumers will be, what they'll want to know, 
where they'll hear or see a message, how they'll react. 
This careful pre-campaign work accounts for the fact 
that most of us blithely insist, “Advertising never in- 
fluences me,” and then find ourselves saying, “But maybe 
I'll just try that new lipstick.” 

Packaging of products is also part of advertising 
as one advertising man explained when he delivered a 
dissertation on every item in a supermarket sack on 
one program. Writing copy must be different for maga- 
zines, for radio. A certain beer is moving out of the 
mountains and into your backyard; watch the transition.

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Abbe Lane Finds Being Star Is Work

NEW YORK, April 11 (AP). 


ONE OF THE ODDITIES of 
the entertainment world is that 
after you become a star you 
spend less time being one than 
staying one. 

For every working hour a 
star spends in the limelight he 
puts in at least two more try- 
ing to remain a star. 

Take Abbe Lane, for exam- 
ple. The peppery cinnamon 
head, Brooklyn’s gift to the 
Latin tempo, has done about 
everything in show business ex- 
cept sell popcorn or carry a 
spear for the Metropolitan 
Opera. - . 

She started in radio at the 
age of 6. She has been a top 
dance band singer, starred on 
Broadway and been featured or 
starred in a dozen movies here 
and abroad. 


Currently she puts in 20 
hours a week onstage in the 
musical comedy hit, “Oh, Cap- 
tain!” but she spends at least 
40 more hours each week on 
offstage duties, and she’s come 
to feel that a star has more 
chores than a farm boy. 


“It’s more work than I 
thought it would be,” she ad- 
mitted at lunch the other 
day. “It was easier to be in 
the chorus, where your big 
worries are over when the 
curtain goes down.” 

Her working schedule leaves 
her little time for the supposed 
glamour of a star’s life. 

“I’m on the go from'11 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. every day doing 
things concerned with my ca- 
reer,” she remarked.
